owne ill, knoweth, and feeth rthecauſe of it: I nwſt rell 
youtreely my opinion ofthe matter: 'I haueſincetheſe 
troubles alwaies excuſed your demeanure vnnill this day; 
I ſay (exprelly) excuſed, althongh it may feemethar this

word may falvnreſpeCtiuely from my pen: but inregard 
thatthequeſtion wasnotof ſmal conſequence, / hether 
it were landing with law that a Subieft might take Armes 
azainit his King? yet notwithſtanding , the iuſt paſsion 
which you haue conceiued of the death of my Lordes 
your two Bretheren, the people whom you founde vo- 
luntarily diſpoſed, and aboueall, ſeeing he that pretends 
for the Crovwne,is divers from our auncient Religion al 
that (I fay) conlidered, gaueyou cauſeto take Armes,& 
after,not to deliſtfrom the bearing of them. So much as 
coneernes the firſt poynt, the true blood cannot lie,none 
can fay how pleaſing thatrenenge is, bur hethat hath re- 
ceived iniury : and withall, what the faſhion of their two 
endes hath procured, may be themorea meaneto good 
minds to extinguilhthe memory of it, (though doubtles 
they were of great importance.) As touching the ſecond 
caule, the people had a farre: off confirmed themſclues in 
an obſtinate enuieto their King, which euen died of joy 
ro hearethenewes of Bloys. Andas concerning the laſt, | 
R is very Mardtotakefromvs the feare which wee haue 
conceiued of the fubuerſion of our aunciemt Religion, if 
we ſubmit our ſelues vnto a King divers from vs therein. 
Tdelire notto impeach. the Zia memorie of the 
laſtKing, neyther that of my Lords your Bretheren,nei- 
ther yer the proceeding of the Kingof Nauarre,and farre 
lefle your owne: for it ismy intent to proceede with few 
words,not of _ mtention,or ceremomes,to the drift 
of my diſcourſe: for I call God to witnes, I haue no in- 
tention to vwritein apartiall humor, 
Yourepreſem(at thistime) in the infortunate Theater 
ot Frauncea mighty Prince: think not that your procee- 
dings, by howe much the more they are apparant, may 


nor

not butbe ſo much the more expoſed to adulation, and 
bee ſubie&t to ſlaunderous inuectives :' and furelie it is 
hard to tudge which of theſe rwo is apteſt to preiudice 
your fcrrune. Thoſe which. adapt themſelues to 1m- 
peach it with ſlaunders, ſay : Thatneither revenge nor 
diſorder in affayres beſeemes you to take Armes, bur that 
they were only pretexts to culler your defseignes. And as 
touching thenew religion of rhe King, that it is apparant 
by your proceedings, that you take holdeof it, as an op- 
pro—_ or maſque toſhadow your pretence;& haue v- 
ed the ſame as a miſtto delude our eyes withall, whilſt 
(meane while) you couer in your heart an vnmeaſured 
ambition, intending the ſubuerſion of rhe whole ſtate. 
That vntill nowe they remained as blinde in conceiugd 
paſsion,but now that time hath taught them to ſee cleer- 
ly, evien as before they had their cares ſtopped againſt 
whatfoeuer propoſition might be obieQed to you: and 
that colkurtirite, they haue both eyes & cares too great 
to afflict your honor and repuration ; For firſt 'as touch- 
ing thereuenge,they all affirmev#a voce, that your own 
ſelte was the firſt and laſt that condemned the progreſſe 
of my Lorde thedeceaſſed Duke of Gayſe, your Brother 
his policies. And firſtly, becauſe that in theyeere 1585, - 
beeing ſolicited by him to enter into that part of the ho- 
ly League, you were ſixe whole weekes before you 
would condiſcend; Laſtly, for that hue or {1xe daies be- 
fore his death, you advertiſed the King of an enterpriſe 
that he intended againſt his Mateſtie. 

And withal, theſe tellowes can teil thar you werenot 
of ſuch internety with him; but that to infeſt, or haſten 
his death, you would ſerte fire inthe midſt & euery cor- 
ner of the kingdom : tor you complained your ſelfe moſt

2pparantly at Yimory, that hee had layd waite tg\butcher 
rt RES ainſt his expeation you had had good 
ſucceſſe, & at thelaſt adiewe of you two ; you failed t9 
cometo theenterprile...

If the ſame berrue (or not). you beſt;know ; ſures 
that who ſo wold enter into the, demeanure of Four two 
Bretheren with the Eſtates of Bloys, ſhould necellarily be 
inforced to confeſſe, that there was ſufficient ſubiectro 
inducethe King to a dilpaire.T hey had fowel grounded

their deſseignments, thatthe three parts of the Nepuricy 
(of AG fourth did ail,) was at their will and deuo- 
tion: the chiefe Prelidents of every order , were theyr 
principall partakers, There paſt not any Holy-daie 1n 
which our Miniſters preach't not amongſt the 1acobips, 
and with a holy throate tore nor in peeces thehonour of 
theKing & hisSeruaunts, From day to day Emballages 
went betweene Pars andthe two Bretheren : we conti- 
nued euery day in making prouiſions , not againſt rhe 
King of Nawarre, but againitthe King our Soueraigne. 

The Dukeok Guyſe,made publique proteſtations,that 
he would not bee difſeuered fromthe confederacie be- 
tweene him and the King of Spayne.and althis, notwith- 
ſtood the vnion by him {wornewiththe ſame King vpon 
the holy Sacrament of the Altar; Nothing was conclu- 
ded inthe aſſembly, which before was not at large deba- 
tedon betweene the two Bretheren in ſecrete, & which 
rendednottothe ſhame &confulion of the King; of all 
which there were made braues & vauntings by litle litle 
men,which els had not daredto haue lift vp theyr eyes, 
vnleſlevnderthe proteQion of theſe two Princes, The 
King cametoprayers,as wet amongſtthe Deputies, tobe 
amongſtrhem fore acceptable, as tothe Duke of Gwyſe

to mollefie him. And toallrhisthere wiltbe no lyſtning.” 
It wasnot aboue foure or five dayes before theyr two 
endes, thatthe Duke of Gayſe himſelfe injured the King 
about the Towne of Orleance : It cannot beebut that 
ſome of his ſeruaunts (even my Lady your Mother, full 
of altgoodnes and vnderſtanding) knowing that al theſe 
goades might ſtingtheKing tothe hart, and gyue hym 
cauſe to miſdeeme, counfailed him to retire to Orleaxce, 
where his life (hold quickly be diſpoſed of, for the con- 
ſeruation of that of my Lord the Cardinal your brother, 
which ſhoulde haue contained himſelfe within Bloys : 
your ſelfe can witnes allthis. And this is the reaſon why 
theſe fellowes that impeach your proceedings ſoflaun- 
derouſly, ſay, that meaſuring the opmion and reſpect of 
the King by your owne, you would neuer haue concel- 
ued hard opinion of their ends,for your ſelfe fell into the 
likedeſafter with Sacremore, for ſome(I know not what) 
delire hehad toattempr againſt the family of your wiues 
houſe, and afterthoſe troubles in the perſon of the Mar- 
- of Menelay, (murdered onely vpon a bare ſuſpition 
that he would broach newe deuiſes againſt your ſelfe: ) 
And more-ouer,that you fel into diſlike with ill gouern- 
ments of the deceaſed K. to the end therby to make your 
ſelfe Protector of the people ; the fame contemplate 
Doctors playvpon you thus in that reſpe, inferring that 
you haue borne a great ſway in theſe matters, & withall, 
for further confirmation , produce divers Edits , pre- 
tending their vtter ſubuerſion, which by often importu- 
neties you haue obtained of the King; As for example, 
that bttheparticuler Lieuetenant of the choſen,through 
all Cities, -T'ownes , Borrovghes , and towni] Tye of 
Fraunce, the moſt wicked & infortunate that hath hap- 
Þ, pened

pened inour age: andto confitme this deſire, no. better 
witnelſe then your (elfe, of Mountier Ribault, Treaſurer 
generallof your reuenewes , which then follicited the 
purſuit of the verification, as well in the Court of wardes 
25 elſwhere. 3% 
They perſiſt and affirme,that what countenaunce fo 
euer either youorthe Duke of Gayſe, had ſertevpon the = 
beginning of theſe troubles,you intended to berrrecon- 
cileable enemiesto the Heretiques : and to make that 
more apparant, you had diuerſe Preachers in pay vnder 
you, which ſhold ſerueyou for trumpets : yet neverthe- 
leſſe I know there is no ſuch meaning berweene GOD 
and your ſoule ; For that after the death of the Admirall 
Chaitillon, inthe yeere 15 7 2. the houſe of Guyſe was a 
ſecureSanCtuary to the moſt parte of the Nobiiity that 
profelled thereligion: andyour ſelfe (my Lord) had ne- 
uer better meanes to reduce the Daſphinaze vnder the 0- 
bedienceotthe laſt King , then by a truce wrought by 
your (elfe, rwixtthe Lord D' Fdigaireand his partakers, 
which you knewe ſo well to entertaine, that from that 
time you were ſurnamed The Prince of the fayth , by rea- 
ſon you had ſo faithfully kept your faith and promiſe. 
Loe, ſuch bethe diſcourſes and reports which theſe 
ſlaunderous enemies of yours make to your diſaduan- 
tage, which I woulde deſire might bee buried with the 
death of the deceaſſed King. | 
How then more-ouer will you fore-ſtall this, if fortu- 
nately it ſhoulde be obiected, that you onely intende to 
have peace, which moſt freely is profered by our ene- 
mies: VVhy? allthequarrelthat we have withthe King 
of Nanarre,zs but for matter of Religion; Burt takeaway 
that obſtacle, you cannot deny but that the Crowne is

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eculjer to him, notwihſtanding althe declarations that 
he Dukeof Feris wald hot long; fincehduepraiented 
it with ; For if after the death of 1bedeceafledKing, we

I ſee no'caule of ſufficient argument why weſhould re- 
iectthis auncient and firſt of the bloode, but onelyfor 
this, that we hold himdmers from vs in regard of religi- 
on: which might worthely beproued no obſtacle at all, 
if wereſpect his promiſe which heebhath made.conditio- 
nally, that he would be tontemt ta;yeeld himfelte,vppon 
the conuent of Eſtat&and Prelars of his kingddrhy - 11 
Now, in reſpect ofthe peacetreatedonthie laſtycere; 
between the Lordes of Yilleroy and Pleſsis Mornay , the 
firſt propoſition that the firſt of theſerwo-made, (and I 
thinke that hee did it yppon-the inſtructions om: your 
own mouth) was,that we would acknowledge the King 
of-Nawarre tor our right and lawtull King, and that wee 
had no delire to force his conſcience, but recommen- 
ding the wholeto God, whom it might pleaſeto ſhyne 
forth the beames of all happines on him: inſomuch, that 
all thejr conference was vponthe aflurauncerequired of 
you.

deſpetare paſlage,iſſuemight be fauld for thecſoutrane- 
ties which we now hold having none aboue vs. V Vher- 
in (my good Lord) you ſhall be pleaſed to give meethus 
mucheaue,as to ſay Iam nothing edihedin onereſpett: 
for before, I conieQured that all theſe nuſchiefes were 
neitherfamilier wh GOD nor the divell, orthat it was 
not reſpeAed whether rhey were mad-men:or Machia- 
vils.

Afﬀer hauing perſuſed theſe Articles, I returne vnto 
that by which our Deputies inferre,that the King of N- 
warre may receiue inſtructions fromthe Prelates & Doc- 
ters of Fraunce, butthart having receued it, it appertai- 
nedto the holy Father of Rome to haue the Ef cial ; 
prom m that buſineſſe: fith it was onely hee that 
ad authoriry to approue the conuerſion,& to giue hym 
ab{olution,without which, he could not be held for one 
conuerted or reconciledto the Church, And did I ex- 
claymethen? Loe heretheconfummartion of our work : 
Thephilick ofthe Duke of Feria hath not had his ope- 
ration 1n Par, it ſhold be carried to Romethereto haue 
his working ; Say that you will not goe, vvhythis were 
to found anew herelie amongſtthepeople.

No, I muſt have patience: it is to you my Lord that 1

And as touching you my Lord, whom I honour and 
reverence aboue all other, (t}.inking that there could be 
nothing bur a holy zealethar did accompany your holie 
actions,) thinke not but God will. confoundeall thoſe 
counſels and deceits, (what maſque ſoeuer of authority 
you paſſe them vnder,) if it fortune ſo thatthe King of 
N auarre (ſhould but onely (ati{-he hys fayth. Youthal be 
neither the firſt nor the laſt of yours;which ſhalbe fallen 
into thisdeſaſter. I will acknowledgefreely, thatzo in- 
perfection, you haue not for- 
gorren any one poynt; Firſt, ſeeing the fury of thepeo- 
plero haue all authority,you made your ſelte altogether 
popular: leauing the Controwlerſhippe generall of rhe 
Towneof Pars, to {ixteeneperſonsof moſtlowe con- 
aition, which thelycence of time gaueteaſbnto ſuſ 
andto onecounſell of forty,you commended almbft all 
the affayres of eftare, inrorayning them from you, and 
thendydyou ſcarce knowethe way of Paris : Not long 
after, you broke of this counſell of fortie, approching,it 
necreto your perſon: The neceſity after the fiedge:was

ſomuch for any amity or familiarity which it hath had 
with you or your houſe, as for an extreame hate concei- 
ued againſtthe lateKing : And withall, remembring vs 
of the day of the Barrecades and other things which in- 
ſued,that we were put in feare to bemoſt grieuouſly pu- 
niſhed, having loſt Mounlier De Gwyſe our chiefe ſtay : 
rather chuſing to play to-laoſeall,then to fee our ſelues 
expoſed to ſo jgnominious a.puniſhment. ; And ſo be- 
efull,and bloody hatefiill, & muzin 
what might: haue become of your Bretheren , vvhic 
ought to have mou'd you,enher by honor or by.iuſt de- 
ſire of vengeaunce : we, and (byour example) all other 
Townes, had recourſeto you. Loe heere in generall,the 
cauſe why you we. entituled Licu-renaunt generall of 
theeſtate and Crowne of Fraunce: to whom (after the 
deceafle of the late King) all the ſway of the people ge- 
nerally inclined, And in all this you knew ſo well to de- 
meane your elite, that you had diners Fryers ready, 
whichantheir Pulpits, did openly declaime againft the 
lare King, and theKing of Ngaarre, which wasno ſmall 
ſecrete in matter of ciuil{ warre. Is followes then (my 
you Lord) that you acknowledge, to hold in taith and 
tnagetothepenple,borhyourpromotion |, thepro- 
greſle thereof, and your workings vnder-hand yea, & 
euen that you had no power of ypur ſelfe,tobringin the 
Spaniards1nto Pers, (which nowe ſeckesto ſerte foote 
on herthroate)bur by the conſentment of the ſame peo- 


ple 
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pie after the liedge, and that for the conſervation and 
farery thereof. If this foundation be true , then withall 
cou muſt agree with mein this, that in likequantiue as 
theloue of the people diminiſheth towards you,euen 0 
ourgreatnesmuſt agree with the (ame, lince it 134 gene- 
rall and infalliblerule of nature, that s!lthings havetheir 
decreaſe,with the decreaſe of humor, from which they 
haue life;and increaſe themſelues.. But as touching the 
hate berweene the late King and the poop: it lies buri- 
ed with his body ; And as touching that which remains 
towards the King of Nawarre, thinke not that it hee ab- 
jures his error,and that we ſee him goeto malle,and fub- 
mit himſelfe in as full fort as we,we wouldrthinke him- 
ſelfe lefle Catholicke then eyther you or yours. Nay,but 
you will ſay, O he leanesthe way of Rome: ſo doththe 
Common-peopleto,whenwe ſay in common prouerb.

arule which neuer ſucceeded wellto any Prince, when 
he ſayd : Let them hate me, yet they shallfeare me : becauſe 
thatit brings this comentary with it,thatthereisnothing 
ſo long adepolitaire asfeare, But let vs giue all taſhions 
that wee may to our diſcourſe , for I delire nothing ſo 
much as that I may ſee you proſper. There remaines one 
meanes which ſhall bemore ſweet and myld, to hauere- 
courſeto Fryers, which oftentimes tyranniſe our conſci- 
encesby places of the Scripture , which they 'appropri- 
atetotheir paſyons , T hat had beene good at the tyrit, 
when choller did tranſportandbeare vs away, for then 
they might hauemade vs haue belecued, that you were 
enterd into ſome towne of Toxrs, into the Suburbeof the 
which you were no ſooner entred then you retired: and 
as touching the battayle of 7uzy , {ith victorie ſtoulde 
doubtedly haue beenon your {ide : and when they ſhold 
allure vs,that inallthe Townes of the Kings {ide there 
was publique poogne preached.

a multitude of Brothels & Stewes almoſt at euery doore: 
and that amongſtthe greater. (0 the good and holy Reli- 
gion.) If in the Counte of the King of Nauarre ſuch a 
thing ſhould be, they ſhould knowe and heare of it. In 
this meane (eaſon the poore people die tor hunger and 
thirft, 

Thegladdeſt of the Bourgeſles,is happy to become a 
Cow-heardto gerte his lyuing, other to hue by theſight 
of alittle Rabbit, as if this great and royall Cittie were be- 
come altogerherDeſert. Allthe playne Countrie remains 
deſolateand barren. You hauepromiſed euenfrom the 
beginning of theſe troubles, vtterly to confounde- the 
part of the profeſſors : an4 vnder theſe promifes , buth 
you and my Lords your Brothers haue ſette all Fraunce 
ontyre, VVeeſee not ſo much as one poore Cottage 
where the religion was exerciſed , which you haue 
brought vnder obedience to the Church.

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= Paris? VVhatTowne have you taken, inwhich wee 


re Catholicks haue not indured moreilsthen they of 
the Religion? Haue wee not then great cauſeof diſcon- 
rentment againſt you, that to maintain your greatnes,the 


; poore man hathneither foodenor peace. VVhen I ſay 


5 your greatnes, I moſt humbly beſeech you(my good L.) 


to be pleaſed, onely to open your eyes,and but ſee whar 
arethe inſtruments thereof. You are entituled Lieu-te- 
naunt generall of the Crowne of Fraunce, that Crowne 
which withour a King is but a thing imaginary. 

You thyne outwardly,but inwardly you conceiue a 
thouſand ſorrowes that oppreile your minde ; For not- 
withſtanding all the Lieurenantſhippe generall that you 
beare,neither Mounſier de Nemonx your Brother , nor 
Mountter de Guyſe your Nephew, nor Mounſier de Mer- 
clielyour Cofin, will ſcarce holde you for ſuch in thoſe 
places which they hold. As concerning Townes, hovv 
many are there which acknowledge not you but from 
theteeth outwarde? and withall, woulde neuer receiue 
ny ? andar aneede,areready enough to deny you 
theyr gates? T heſearepopuler eſtates in regarde of the 
King of Spayne; you nourith the one againſt the other 
an inward malice atnong your ſelues. He aydes you, vn- 
der aſ\urepurpoſe which he hath to impatroniſe himſelfe 
of our Realme,and to play you ſuch atricke, as hee dyd 
the Duke De Horne, and the Countie De Aerguemont, at- 
ter that (according to your authority and guiding) the 
King of Yauarre (halbe expulſt. You on the other tide, 
call him to your ſuccour, eſteeming, that when you are 
come to the height of your work, you ſhal have meanes 
enough to triiſtrate him of his hopes. Call you that raig- 
rms, orrathec to bee tyranniſed in your ſelfe by your 
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proper conſcience ? And after all theſethings, youthink 
ro hauethe winde at your will ; If the King of Spayne 
live, he will be weary of thar, if hee die, where are you! 
Ifhebe not wearie of it; the people wil be weary of him 


and his: for there is nothing ſo incompetible asthe na; | 
ture of the French with the Spaniſh, And to ſeperate the | 


will of the people from you, (to ſpeake in good andtrue 
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Engliſh) is to caſt you away. Conlider you not thecheer | 


and joy that was generally conceiued , whilſt yet there 


was nothing but even aktle ſpeech of peace? with what | 


good will it hath gathered together the refuges, vvhich 


vnder the publique, faith of this conference are entred | 


intothis T owne? Didyou notſcethem arthe firſt pre- 
ſent themſelues before our Deputies in whole ſwarmes, 
beleeching them (in all humbleneſle) to. hane pittie on 
them,& to be Mediators forthis ſomuch deſired peace ! 
You now hinder them by deafe means. Did I ſay deafe? 
nay,rather moſt open: and truely this ioy, theſe lightes, 
the prayers and vowes of the poore for peace, are but c- 
uen ſo many inſtruments of the extraordinary proces of 
your fortune, VVe mourne moſt hartilie for the breach 
of peace,and are ſorry for it in our ſouls : you by your 
preſence make vs ſhed ourteares; God graunt that the 
patience of the Pariltans ceaſe not, euen as the headlo 
- downfall of ſome River which we would ſtop. I by 
beleeue,and ſee,that by the ſame progreſsion which the 
King vied, by theſameyou will caſt away your ſelfe. He 
aſſembled eſtates at Bloys,toruine our houſe, & that was 
his owne: you aſſemble the Eſtates at Pars, thinking to 
{trikethelaſtblow atrthe fortune of the King of Nawarre, 
Godgraunt it may bethelaſt to your ſelfe.
